The bodies of three or four persona are. believed to be in the

of them in a critical condition. There were forty-eight gueata in 
the hotel when the fire broke out. 

Only one of the bodiea has been identified—that of Mias Anna 
Xovanak. who waaa waitress in the hotel.

How many brake, do you think yon have on your car? I believe 
nine out of ten driven will answer, two. Thin in wrong, for there nro 
thru* brake, available on every ear. First, there lx th. hand or emer¬ 
gency brake; second, the foot or service brake; third, the engine brake. 
It in true that few driven ever use the third brake or even know 
that the engine can be need to Mop the tar a* well aa drive h. It it a 
fact, however, that under certain condition, the engine make* a very 
effective brake and should be nsed aa such. 

Taking tha hand brake Snt Thie should be tired pr in c i pally a* 
aa emergency bnke, the foot brake being used at the service brake. 
The band brake rboald be tired principally for holding the car tta- 
tionanr when standing. When descending a long hill the foot brake 
should be used for s snort period then the hand brake applied to allow 
the foot brake to cool off. 

The foot brake should always be applied tome little distance before 
you reach the spot where yon intend to atop. Do not wait until yon 
are within a few feet of the stopping point then jam on the brake. 
This is a habit indulged in by a great many drivers and coats real 
money in the shape ol increased tire billa Apply the loot brake witk 
n gentle p ressure far a few seconds then release for a second, then 
apply again, alternately depressing and releasing the brake pedal in 
and out. Depress for, say, five seconds then release for a second. 
Apply just sufficient pressure to retard the speed of the car gradually.
